Seek to Form Policy. 

A dispatch from Amsterdam says im- 
portant meetings have been held by the 
chancellor, Field Marshal von Hinden- 
burg, and others. These meetings are 
regarded as an effort to obtain some 
sort of an agreement among the Ger- 
man parties as to war aims. At pres- 
ent all signs’ point to the triumph of 
the militarists, although it is evident 
the opposing forces are making a 
strorig fight. The Munich Post says: 
“A death struggle is now pending 
between the reichstag peace party and 
the military annexationist party. We 
do not yet know which side the gov- 
ernment will support and Egyptian 
darkness enshrouds the nation’s peace 
aims.” 

Assailed by Socialists. 

Hugo Haase, leader of the Indepen- 
dent Social Democrats, has “made a vio- 
lent attack in the reichstag on the re- 
pression of all opposition efercised by 
the kaiser’s government, according to 
the latest German papers to reach this 
country. 

Even in Austria the people are al- 
Jowed more freedom than in Prussian- 
ized Germany, he said. 

“In Vienna the newspapers were al- 
lowed t6 print and comment on the 
meetings held there to indorse the.Rus- 
sian armistice and peace proposals,” 
Haase declared, “ but in Germany it is 
forbidden even to mention these 
events.” 

Will Honor Peacemaker. 
Speaking at a Socialist meeting at 
| Lielsfeld, Herr Severing, a former mem- 
ber of the reichstag, said: 

“A majority of the German people 
would not shed a single tear over the 
resignation of Hindenburg, Ludendorff, 
or any general who opposes peace by 
understanding. The German people 
will pay homage to the man who does 
most in the cause of peace.” 

The Tagebiatt of Berlin reports that 
violent scenes were enacted at a sitting 
of the reichstag main committee when 
a Polish deputy warned the govern. 
ment against yielding to the militar- 
ists, adding: | 

“The present Prussian régime is 
deeply hated by the Poles, for it has 
been the most repulsive type of rule 
that any people have ever had to bear. 
I warn you that the people will at 
length come to their senset and this 
war will prove the graveyard of Ger-| 
man militarism.”

We do not know much about beans. 
Even at present prices they can be con- 
sidered as an economical protein bear- 
ing food, and we have: almost reached
